The Crown is represented by the At- 
torney-General, the Hon. Mr. Brown- 
lee, K.C., Mr. A. A. McGillivray, K. 
C., of Calgary, and Mr. J. D. Matheson 
of Macleod. The whole of Monday 
morning was taken up with the select- 
ing of a jury, many of whom were 
challenged and excused before six 
good men and true were sworn in. 

Both Piccarillo and the woman Las- 
sandra pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of murder. 

The first witness on the stand was 
Chief of Police Houghton, of Coleman, 
who related practically the self same 
story he did at the preliminary trial. 
This witness was closely and lengthily 
cross examined by Mr. Cameron, and 
admitted that he had seen Lawson fire 
two shots in the afternoon while he 
and deceased were after young Pic- 
carillo’s car. Witness also stated 
that at the time of the killing of Law- 
son the constable was unarmed, and 
that the two people he saw shortly 
after the shooting were Picariello and 
a woman in a Red Tam.

Frank Patterson who  postively 
identified Piccarello as the driver of

Dr. Charles Scott who attended

Fred Cole of Coleman who stated 
he was the first man to reach Lawson 
after he had been shot down, and that 
Lawson had no weapons on him. 

J. A. McAlpine one time Picari- 
ello’s mechanic and chauffeur who 
told of the borrowing of the death car 
from one Petrie of Hillcrest.

terms of her signed obligations. What 
France wanted, security and compens- 
ation, had to come as a consequence 
of enforcing the treaty. It is argued 
that the effects of the war that were 
of inost advantage to Britain—destru- 
ction of German naval power, tranfer- 
ence of German colonies to British or 
other Allied control—were gained be- 
fore the treaty was signed. The 
French have raised among themselves 
most of the money spent on reconstu- 
ction in the nine Departments of the 
North East, and have a big annual de- 
ficit that ought to be met out of Ger- 
man indemnities. But when the mark 
}stands 6,000 to the dollar, 
payment of indemnities in kind seems 
practicable, and France is liable to be 
left stranded. 

Only $400,000,000 in gold out of 
$32,000,000,000 has been turned over 
by Germany. If there is to be any 
rehabilitation of finance, France is 
the country that deserves first consid- 
eration. Why should Germany, de- 
faulter, world criminal, and indem 
nity evader, get a loan to bridge the 
gap between Government revenues 
and expenditures, when France must 
continue having huge deficits be- 
cause she has to pay for loss caused 
by the Germans? The French have

}an “automobile generation” than the 
old one. This accounts for the pro- 
digious extent of money-spending on 
automobiles, for business and pleasure. 


It is by no means all, or even largely, 
waste, because business is speeded up, 
health and education are improved, |

Major John Jacob Astor told a} 


|heckler at a political meeting that he} 
| was transferring his wealth from the | 
United States to England. That! 
| wealth amounts to many millions, for | 
seven years ago his father, the late | 
| William Waldorf, afterwards Baron 
| Astor, deeded to his younger son land | 
and buildings valued then at $7,200, | 
|000, No doubt the value of these | 
| properties has been greatly enhanced | 
| since then because of the increase in| 
| New York real estate, but this is only | 
a fraction of Major Astor’s American} 
holdings, because in 1919 the Baron) 
| deeded the remainder of his New York | 
| property, valued at $50,200,000, to his | 
)two sons, thus escaping liability for an| 
inheritance tax which would have 
amounted to $2,500,000. For doing 
|this he was criticized by some 
| American newspapers, just as he had 
been abused when he shook the cust of 
‘his native land from his feet and at- 
|nounced that thereafter he would re- 
side in England, which he was report- | 
ed to have said was the only country | 
| fit for a gentleman to live in, Social- | 
ists and others condemned him as an 
| absentee landlord whose American in- 
vestments were permitting him to live 
in extravagant style abroad and from! 
time to time the malicious hinted that 
|he was making but slow headway in| 
| English society and that all his efforts | 
to win a title had been frustrated. 
| Later on he secured his title and the 
{old rancour died out. There is now 
little animosity displayed toward the | 
| Astors and it is recognized that as 
‘loyal British subjects it is only right 
that they should transfer their wealth | 
| to their own country.

At the instance of the New York 
Jockey Club, Mr. W. S. Vosburgh has 
written an outline of horse racing in 
the United States in the past fifty 
years. For more than half that period 
Mr. Vosburgh hae served as a racing 
official and has first hand knowledge 
of practically all the horses he writes 
about. No man in America is better 
qualified for the task than Mr. Vos- 
borugh, for he has been a_ lover 
of horses all his life, besides being an 
accomplished wielder of a pen. He 
is no mere dispassionate chronicler of 
events, either, but does not hesitate 
to express his own views or even his 
own prejudices when discussing indi- 
vidual horses. For instance, he _ is 
not quite so enthusiatstic about Man 
o’War as most present-day writers. 
The Riddle horse was undoubtedly a 
pyreat one, but he was given his pres- 
ent position as a record money earn- 
er through the kindness of our fellow 
citizen, Mr. Abe Orpen, who offered 
a $75,000 purse for the race between 


Man o’War and Sir Barton. the 
latter horse was not fit to race the 
cay he did, and perhaps there were 


a dozen other colts that could have 
heaten him besides Man o’War. 
Sysonby the Greatest 
Mr. Vosburgh is probably of opin- 
ion that the greatest race horse in the 
part century was Schsonby, owned 
by the late James R. Keene, sired in 
England, but born in the United 
States. Sysonby, like Man o’ War, 
lost one race, and that as a two-year- 


could never be induced to start a- 
gainst mim again. It was said of 
Sysonby by experts at the time, that 
he could beat any horse in America 
at any distance from a hundred yards 
to a hundred miles. When he died 
suddenly, it was related that his stern 
owner shed tears. Sysonby’s skeleton 
now stands in the American Mus- 
eum of Natural History. Mr. Vos- 
burgh does not think so highly of 
Colin, another of Mr. Keene’s champ- 
ions, though he had a remarkable 
record and is of opinion that Celi, 
a stable companion was a better 
animal. 


Turf Romances. 


The book is full of stories of the 
romances of the turf. It tells once 
more the remarkable story of Mor- 
vich, the despised little selling plater 
that came out of the west in the 
Spring of 1921, and won a fortune for 
a novice who had never owned a race 
horse before, ending his two-year- 
old career as the unbeaten hero of 
a decade. He was hailed by some 
enthusiasts as a greater horse than 
Man o’ War, This year, however, he 
was a bitter disappointment. In 1921 
his owner, Benjamin Block, scored 
thirteen victories to one defeat. This 
year he had one victory and thirteen 
defeats. Some twenty-five years ago 
Morello was the hero of the turf. He 
was bought for $110, won fourteen 
out of seventeen races his first year 
and earned $80,000. Then there was 
Yorkville Belle, bought for $1,200, a 
winner of $79,000 in two years and 


sold for $24,000 at auction, Another 
tremendous bargain was Hamburg, 
bought for $1,200, a winner of $40,000 
as a two-year-old, and sold for an- 


old, but Artful who beat him thenj 


other $40,000.

An Ugly Duckling 


Another ugly duckling that turned 
out a swan indeed was Johren. As 
a colt it was said that he was clumsy 
and loose jointed and could neither 
gallop, cantor or walk. He was 
named in derision after a German 
saloonkeeeper on Long Island, who 
was noted for his curious appear- 
ance, Johren’s trainer, one of the 
most asture in the business, said that 
the colt was not worth training, but 
he had the most important thing a 
race horse could have—speed. He al- 
most forced the trainer to work on 
him. Then it seemed as though the 
original opinion about him was cor- 
rect, for Johren lost nine races. 
Suddenly he struck his stride and in 
one season captured the Suburban, 
the Belmont, the Latonia Derby, the 
Huron Handicap, the Saratogo Cup 
and the Realization. These, of course, 
are the high spots of racing and for 


every Morvich of 1921, there are 
three Morviches of 1922. For a 
horse that cost a hundred dollars 


and wins $50,000 in purses, there 
are half a dozen horses that cost 
$20,000 and never win a race. 


The Brooklyn Butchers. 


Two of the great horses of the 
early period covered by Mr. Vos- 
burgh were Virgil and Eolus, both 
discovered while hauling buggies 
and both destained to establish mighty 
lines of racers, In 1882, two of their 
greatest sons, Hindoo and_ Eole, 
fought a historic duel for the Bright- 
on Cup at two and a quarter miles.

FREE DISTRIBUTION OF GRAIN 


A free distribution of superior sorts 
of grain will be made during the com- 
ing winter to Canadian farmers by 
the Cereal Division of the Experiment- 
al Farms Branch, Ottawa. The 
samples will consist of spring wheat 
(about 5 lbs.), white oats (about 4 
lbs.), barley (about 5 lbs.), field peas 
(not garden peas — about 5 Ibs.), 
field beans (about 2 lbs.), flax for seed 
and flax for fibre (about 2 Ibs.). 


The Cereal Division of the Ex- 
perimental Farms Branch has improv- 
ed many of the old varieties of grain 
and introduced many new varieties. 
The best of them have been multi- 
plied and propagated under direct 
supervision of responsible officers on 
the Experimental Farms both east and 
west. This seed will form the bulk 
stock from which the various samples 
will be taken. The seed is therefore 
the purest and best that is obtainable. 
Of some of the more recent introduct 
ions, there is only a limited supply, 
so it would be advisable to apply as 
soon as possible for these. 


Among the grains for distribution 
will be found the Liberty hulless oat, 
an oat that is excellent for human use, 
and to a limited extent for young live- 
stock, Among the wheats, the most 
outstanding for distribution will be 
the Ruby wheat, a wheat that ripens 
from eight to ten days earlier than 
Marquis and is suitable for districts 
where Marquis is not early enough.
